Strobel, under fire in a ‘‘conflict 
of interest” case, resigned Tuesday, 
it was announced today. 
Strobel’s resignation was accept­ 
ed “with regret” today by the Gen 
ersl Services Administration. 
Strobel was investigated by a 
House judiciary subcommittee last 
month for possible conflict of in 
terests between 
his government 
post and his New York consulting 
engineering firm, Strobel & SaJz 
man. 
In a letter of resignation to OSA 
Administrator Edmund F. M ansu re 
Tuesday, Strobel said, “in no case 
has any official action of mine 
been influenced by my private in­ 
terests.’' 
“My firm has not received any 
financial benefit, directly or indi­ 
rectly by reason of my official po­ 
sition,” he said. 
Strobel admitted retaining an in­ 
terest in his firm while serving 
as public buildings commissioner 
However, he also denied in test! 
mony before the House group that 
he ever used his official position 
to benefit himself financially or 
to get business for his firm. 
But he admitted that on at least 
two occasions clients of his firm 
received government contracts. 
He also acknowledged that since 
assuming his federal job he had 
dunned the Army Corps of Engi­ 
neers for $7,500 for work previous­ 
ly performed by his firm

the engineers the day before he 
joined the government. 
Strobel said he plans to return 
to the engineering firm which he 
claimed suffered a 50 per cent 
loss in business since he accepted 
public office.
